How are piston rings held while 
lapped in th e cylinders?

In lapping in the rings they are put 
on the pistons in the regular way and 
worked in with tbe rest of the motor. 


Can you tell me how an amataur can 
tima valvee by tha flywheel an an ordi­ 
nary c ar? 
In general you will find the flywheel 
of a motor marked for the proi»er tim ­ 
ing so that you will not have to do 
anything further than to see that the 
marks register with the indicator at 
tbe proper time. In case the flywheel 
is not marked, however, tbe method of 
procedure is ns follow*: 
Bring the piston of No. 1 cylinder to 
upier dead (•enter. On tbe fram e of 
tbe motor, close to tbe flywheel, make 
* mark and then on the flywheel dl- 
rectly opposite this mark make another 
»> that I he two register when the pis­ 
ton of No. l cylinder Is on upper dead 
renter. If there is no j>ortion of the en­ 
gine frame sufficiently close to the fly­ 
wheel for the two marks to regiater it 
will be necessary to fasten to the en­ 
gine some sort of an indicating mark.

It ia very often poaalble to slip 
a piece of sheet metal bent In a Z

A salesman fer ene ef the standard 
ears told me that oxygon acetylen# 
flama, aa uood In tha decarbonizing 
method today, deposited an ash during 
tho combustion and if any of this ash 
was loft in tha cylinder it would see re 
the walls and injure bearings, etc. He 
also said that anaugh grit was depos­ 
ited in ouch combuaien that if mixed 
with oil it could be deed as a grinding 
compound for grinding in the valve*. 
Can yau toll mo if this is true? 
Opinions differ som ewhat as to the 
advisability of oxygen decarbonizers, 
whether it be in motors having alu­ 
minum pistons or those having steel 
or cast iron pistons. 
It is not believed th at the oxygen 
flame, or the oxygen acetylene flame, 
deposits an ash which would be harm ­ 
ful. 
However, in some instances it 
has been found th at there is a gritty 
deposit left after the removal of car­ 
bon by this process, but it is believed 
to la n deposit of silicates from tbe 
fine sand and d irt which may be draw n 
into the cylinder with the a ir through 
the carbureter. 
Some forms of this 
might be eufllciently bard to give trou­ 
ble if it were not thoroughly washed 
out. 
Most of this is carried out w ith 
tbe exhaust after carbon 
removal, 
however. 
Analysis has shown th at 
fully 4N per cent of so called carbon* 
deposit is road dirt. 
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Can you five me a simple way to 
trac* th# miss in a six eylindar angina? 
Whan anly ana eylindar is missing f 
find it difficult to locate it. 
With tbe motor running, open one 
compression cock at a time and hold a 
match so that If that particular cylin­ 
der is firing the match will lie lighted. 
The missing cylinder will not ignite 
the match. 
Another simple way is to short cir­ 
cuit the plugs in succession. 
If you 
short circuit a working cylinder it will 
affect the speed and sound of tbe mo­ 
tor. 
The missing cylinder will lie lo- 
( a ted when the short circuiting has no 
effect. 


What are helical gaaraf 
Helical gears often are called spiral 
gears, and there is no closely draw n 
distinction Ik-tween such forms of gears 
and worm gearing. The teeth are some­ 
what twisted and they may have any 
desired form ao long aa the muting 
teeth correspond. 
If you took a num­ 
ber of very thin spur gears that are 
placed together side by aide and then 
shift them slightly ebout their common 
center so th at the teeth do not line, 
you would have an elementary helical 
gear. 
If you ran ouch a combination 
of thin gears with another set of thin 
gears whose teeth were similarly out 
of line you would have a train of gears 
in which there would be several teeth 
in mesh nil the time. 
Now, suppose 
we were to consider all ef tbe teeth 
of these very thin gears to blend into 
one another without the steps between 
them. They would form twisted teeth, 
the contact surfaces of which teeth 
would he smooth and hava n certain 
splm l curve.
